TWO weeks after a man was found 
unconscious and suffering from 
serious facial injuries in a street in 
Harlow, police are still trying to 
establish what happened to him. 

The man, who has not been 
named by police but who is in his 
60s and lives in the town, remains 
in a critical condition in hospital. 

Detectives investigating the 
mystery, which is being treated as 
an assault, have appealed for 


information to help them piece 
together the circumstances which 
led to his injuries. 

What is known is that police 
received a report at 11.35pm on 
Friday, February 6 that a man had 
been found unconscious in Mar- 
dyke Road.

HARLOW’S future as “the enterprise cap¬ 
ital of the east of England” was forecast by 
Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government Eric Pickles when he 
visited the town on Monday. 

Mr Pickles was shown round the 
former Nortel site in London Road which 
is being turned into a state-of-the-art data 
centre and business park as part of the 
multi-million pound Harlow Enterprise 
Zone project. 

More than £50m has been invested into 
the project on the 20-acre site, most of 
which has been unoccupied for several 
years. It is expected in excess of 1,000 new 
jobs will be created when it opens in the 
summer of 2016. 

Mr Pickles, wearing a hard hat, high- 
viz jacket and boots, was accompanied by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon, town coun¬ 
cillors and senior members of site deve¬ 
lopers and managers Goldacre Ventures, 
the Homes and Communities Agency and 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone Board. 

“Harlow is steeped in history as the 
birthplace of fibre optics and 3G and I can 
see it becoming the enterprise capital of 
the east of England,” he said. 


“This site is part of the UK’s rich 
history of innovation. We’re determined 
to resurrect that spirit and have invested 
£2.5m to kick-start redevelopment which 
has helped leverage £50m in private-sec- 
tor investment.” 

He added: “There will be loads of jobs 
which will be a fantastic opportunity and 
incentive for young people to succeed in 
their education.” 

Although the Enterprise Zone is still 


largely a construction site, an announce¬ 
ment is expected soon on the first clients 
who will move to the site. 

David Bloom, chief executive of Gol¬ 
dacre Ventures, described Mr Pickles’ 
visit as a “massive vote of confidence in 
our ambitions to provide a world class 
data centre campus and business park 
that will play an important part in the 
long term future of Harlow and the Lon¬ 
don- Cambridge corridor”.

A MOTHER and son who run a tooth¬ 
whitening business in Harlow which 
claims celebrities from reality tele¬ 
vision shows The Only Way Is Essex 
and Geordie Shore among its custom¬ 
ers have been convicted of running the 
practice unlawfully. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court was 
told that Towie stars James Lock, 
Danielle Armstrong and Bobby Norris 
and Geordie Shore’s Gary Beadle were 
featured on the website of Essex 
Smiles, a company run Joanne Wheat- 
ley, 44, of The Maples, Harlow, and her 
son Cane, 24, of Berecroft, Harlow. 

But undercover investigators posed 
as potential customers in response to 
complaints received by the General 
Dental Council about the company 
based in Wych Elm, Harlow. 

This week the Wheatleys were found 
guilty of not being registered with the 
General Dental Council and unlaw¬ 
fully holding themselves out to be pre¬ 
pared to practise dentistry. 

Although they both denied the 
charge against them, chairman of the 
bench Barry Wilden said the magis-

trates found neither defendants’ evid¬ 
ence credible. 

Fallon Alexis, prosecuting on behalf 
of the GDC, told the court the pro¬ 
cedure of whitening teeth could only 
be undertaken by a registered pro¬ 
fessional dentist, dental hygenist, 
dental therapist or clinical dental tech¬ 
nician. Neither of the Wheatleys were 
registered with the council. 

Cane Wheatley told the court he 
started Essex Smiles in 2012. After 
receiving a warning letter from the 
GDC in September 2013 he changed his 
practice immediately and had only 
sold whitening products since. 

Customers could buy the kits to use 


at home or at the business premises 
where they were able to take advant¬ 
age of a more powerful lamp to speed 
up the process while watching a film in 
comfort. 

His said the kits were the same as 
those sold in high street stores includ¬ 
ing Boots, Superdrug, Tesco and 
Argos, adding he no longer offered 
treatment or advice and that he never 
stated there was a registered dentist 
supervising as alleged. 

Joanne Wheatley said she worked as 
a receptionist and assisted clients 
using the kits in-house. 

However, magistrate Mr Wilkden 
told them: “We are satisfied that you 
held yourselves out as practising or 
being prepared to practise dentistry. 

“What we found consistent throu¬ 
ghout was the term treatment being 
used on every occasion.” 

Cane Wheatley was fined £2,000 with 
£2,720 costs while his mother was fined 
£800 with £1,080 costs. 

Speaking after the hearing, Wheat- 
ley said he would continue trading. 
“The verdict will probably not affect 
the business too much, it was made not 
on the law but on the merit of the 
witnesses,” he added.

Caution over 
school places 

SIR Most people reading the lead 
story in the February 5 edition 
will welcome the announcement 
by Essex County Council 
regarding its intentions of 
increasing by hundreds the 
number school place’s for Harlow 
children over the next five years. 

However, for those of us with 
previous experience of dealing 
with ECC, may I urge a very 
strong note of caution. In 
particular, may I draw attention 
to the unattributed statement 
issued from County Hall 
regarding its inability to give 
further details on exact locations 
or the nature of additional places 
“before consultations have begun 
with schools, staff, parents, 
children and the community”. 

This wide commitment is 
practically identical to that 
uttered as the precursor to ECC 
machinations on the future of 
Brays Grove School which 
incredibly then concluded with 
the closure of Passmores School 
instead. How or why this came 
about remains one of the great 
mysteries that have befallen 
Harlow 

Public meetings were held at 
Brays Grove where the ECC case 
was difficult to budge. Falling 
pupil intake and the financial 
consequences, driven by parental 
choice to send their children 
elsewhere, were the major 
reasons given against Brays 
Grove’s future viability. Despite 
an further official appeal to ECC 
the case was lost. 

Next for totally unexplained 
reasons the spotlight then 
switched to Passmores. Here the 
complete opposite was the case in 
all educational achievement 
terms, pupil intake, finance and 
the buildings structure. This 
became crystal clear during two 
well-attended public meetings 
held in that school hall. 

The good and the great on the 
platform had no case to pitch 
except that they would build a 
brand new state-of-the-art school 
to replace Passmores. The 
audience did not buy into this 
needless and baseless vandalism 
and were solidly opposed for 
many reasons to the proposition. 
Over two hundred people were 
present when a show of hands 
was virtually unanimously 
against. 

Moreover Passmores was, and 
still remains, in the perfect 
position relative to the needs of 
the community it served. It now 
stands as a monument to the 
duplicity of publicly announced

assurances and the reality pre¬ 
ordained decisions.

In the absence of 
any agreed policy or budget for 
any new school in Harlow, the 
finance was apparently taken 
from ECC reserves. I heard the 
figure of £25m+ mentioned.

The threat to 
human rights

Dedicated officer to deal

RESIDENTS will have access to a dedicated police 
officer when complaining about illegal traveller 
encampments in Harlow. 

The announcement came following a meeting 
between Harlow MP Robert Halfon, Essex police and 
crime commissioner Nick Alston and the Chief 
Constable of Essex Police, Stephen Kavanagh, in 
Harlow on Monday. 

Afterwards, Mr Halfon said “I was encouraged 
about the progress made in terms of the problem of 
unauthorised encampments in Harlow. 

“The Chief Constable of Essex I believe under¬ 
stands the problems Harlow is facing and has agreed 
a number of actions.” 

The measures agreed by both Essex Police and Mr 
Halfon include: 

■ To look at scale of anti-social behaviour in Harlow 
and how council and police resources can be alloc¬ 
ated to identify and deal with it. 

■ To set out what extra powers the police would have 
under section 62 if Essex County Council establishes 
an emergency transit site. 

■ To evidence consistent use of section 61 and, when 
it is not applied, to set out to residents the reasons 
why. 

■ To encourage residents to report anti-social beha¬ 
viour and crime. If it is an emergency residents 
should dial 999. Less urgent concerns can be repor¬ 
ted to 101 and the issue will be flagged for the 
attention of local officers. 

■ A named officer will be nominated by District 
Commander Alan Ray to liaise with residents on 


with residents’ concerns 


traveller issues whenever they are on duty. 

Meanwhile, the police and crime commissioner 
will host a countywide round-table event next Tues¬ 
day (February 24) to discuss concerns relating to 
unauthorised encampments after which a summit 
will be called, if needed, to try to find a way 
forward. 

Mr Alston said: “The solution to the problem of 
unauthorised encampments in the Harlow area, and 
across Essex more generally, must involve close 
working between Essex Police, local elected rep¬ 
resentatives, the County Council and local author¬ 
ities, the Essex Countywide Traveller Unit, and all 
those directly affected. 

Fairly 

“Police and council representatives must act with¬ 
in the law, fairly and proportionately, but must also 
continue to enforce the law without fear or favour. 

“Mr Halfon has continued to ensure that the 
voices of the people of Harlow have been heard.” 

Mr Halfon added: “Although I have been critical in 
recent months, I hugely welcome the response of the 
Chief Constable. 

“He has pledged that this is a priority issue and he 
made clear he will take concrete steps to move 
ahead. 

“We will be able to see the difference this makes 
over the coming weeks.” 

Speaking during a visit to the Harlow Enterprise 
Zone later the same day, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government Eric Pickles 
said: “The police have plenty of powers to take action 
and I have sympathy for Robert’s [Halfon] concerns 
over the lack of action.”

A poor turnout of just 26 per 
cent saw Mr Purton receive 586 
votes. UKIP candidate Mark 
Gough finished second with 353 
votes - 309 votes fewer than Mr 
Crawford polled last year. 

Conservative candidate Jane 
Steer improved the party’s share 
of the vote by five per cent in a 
ward they had never won but still 
finished third with 334 votes. 

The Green finished in fourth 
with the Liberal Democrats trail¬ 
ing in last. 

Mr Purton will now serve 
alongside Ukip’s Janet Doyle for 
the remainder of the term until 
2018. 

Afterwards he said: “This is a 
great day for Labour and a great 
day for Harlow. Ukip made a mis¬ 
take in calling the by-election as 
the town’s many Labour support¬ 
ers got behind us.”

Charity highlights need to tackle poverty of ambition

MORE than 100 people from a cross section of the 
Harlow community met to discuss ideas for improv¬ 
ing services for the town’s young people and elderly 
residents. 

Charities, community groups, church leaders and 
and statutory agencies were represented at the 
Redeeming Our Community (ROC) forum held at in 
the Civic Centre last Wednesday. 

Also present was Essex Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston, and Labour parliamentary 
candidate Suzy Stride. 

ROC is a national charity set up in 2004 with the 
aim of encouraging statutory agencies and local 
groups to work together in partnership to transform 
their local community. 

It currently has more 150 projects, both oper¬ 
ational and under construction throughout the UK 
which are run by volunteers and is now looking to 
establish a presence in Harlow. 

Those present at last week’s meeting were split 
into groups to discuss what they would like to see 
happen to improve the town and what skills they had 


to offer to turn that dream into reality. 

ROC founder and executive director Debrah 
Green began the evening with a call to action, telling 
the audience: “If we don’t do something then who 
will?” 

Mrs Green said afterwards: “There is a real 
poverty of aspiration amongst young people in 
Harlow and there is a real need for greater engage¬ 
ment. 

“However, I was delighted with the turnout and 
there is a real excitement here about making a 
difference” she added. “I feel there have been great 
ideas expressed that could really change things for 
the better.” 

In other areas ROC has helped a community by 
establishing a centre where youth clubs can meet 
and advice can be given. 

Mrs Green said such a centre was a “realistic 
possibility” for Harlow. 

Afterwards Ms Stride said: “This evening has 
been so good. It’s great to get such a cross section of 
people in this room together. 

“Harlow is a town of great potential and together 
we can help realise that. The fact is that great change 
can come from this meeting.” 


Historian’s talk on the brothers in arms 


THE story behind the discovery 
in a Harlow cemetery of the 
graves of three young men from 
the same family will be told at a 
meeting of Harlow Civic Society 
next week. 

The trio perished while serving 
their country in the First World 
War. 

It sparked the curiosity of staff 
at the Museum of Harlow who 
then started to research the story 
of the whole family. 

One of the investigators was 


former museum archivist David 
Devine who will tell their story, 
illustrated with family photo¬ 
graphs and facts, at the meeting 
on Thursday (February 26). 

The three young men were 
members of the Riley family who 
lived in Burnt Mill village which 
was demolished in the early 1960s 
to make way for Harlow Town 
station. 

The head of the family was the 
village postmaster for many years 
and, following the museum’s 


investigation, descendants and 
neighbours of the Rileys came 
forward to add to the story. 

“This is a slice of Harlow’s 
social history at its best, taking us 
back to the days of 1914-1918 when 
so many families lost sons, hus¬ 
bands, brothers and lovers,” said 
a civic society spokesman. 

The meeting takes place at the 
museum in Muskham Road, start¬ 
ing at 7.30pm. The cost is £4 for 
visitors and £2 for society mem¬ 
bers.

WHEN amateur treasure hunter 
Paul Coleman set off with his 
trusty metal detector to search 
farmland in Buckinghamshire 
just before Christmas, little did 
he know what he was about to 
unearth. 

For Mr Coleman, a member of 
the Weekend Wanderers 
Detecting Club, dug up one of 
the largest hoards of Anglo 
Saxon coins ever found in 
Britain. 

Experts say the collection of 
more than 5,000 silver coins - 
which date back to the 10th and 
11th centuries - could be worth 
as much as Elm. 

Mr Coleman, who was 
accompanied on the trip by his 
son Liam and a friend, said: 
“When we got in the field we 
weren’t having much luck. It 
was just as we were about to 
leave and go to another field 
that my metal detector starting 


getting a signal. 

“I began digging but after 
about 20 minutes I hadn’t 
found anything. But the next 
mound of soil I moved I saw a 
shiny disc and I knew instantly 
it was a coin. I bent down to 
pick it up and I could see lots 
of discs; I couldn’t believe it.” 

He added: “I normally 
uncover lots of rubbish, 
nothing that’s really terribly 
exciting and nothing like this. 
It is impossible to 
comprehend.” 

Liam, who is also a metal 
detector enthusiast, added: 
“People consider finding just 
one of those coins a once in a 
lifetime event, let alone a stash 
of thousands. Just being able to 
hold one was an honour.” 

The coins have now been 
sent to the British Museum in 
London where they will go on 
display.

Foodbank launches 
appeal for funds as 
more seek its help

THE number of people turning to Harlow 
Foodbank for help has risen by more than 
five per cent over the past 12 months. 

The charity now feeds an average of 313 
people - 209 adults and 104 children - in 
Harlow, which falls into the top 30 per cent 
of the most deprived local authority areas 
in England. 

It has been reported that 22 per cent of 
children in the town are living below the 
poverty line. 

It collects donations from its partners in 
Harlow and the surrounding area includ¬ 
ing 76 churches, 38 schools, four super¬ 
markets (Tesco, ASDA, Sainsburys and 
Waitrose and two banks (Santander & Hal¬ 
ifax) as well as individuals. 

The main location for its warehouse 
operation is the LOKnSTORE in Harlow, 
with additional storage facilities being 
provided free by Harlow Council at the 
Latton Bush Centre in Southern Way. 

St Paul’s Church in the town centre 
provides a central location for a satellite 
service, while Harlow Salvation Army 
provides cover for the service on Wed¬ 
nesdays at its Tendring Road base. 

The foodbank, which is kept running by 
a team of more than 60 volunteers, hold 
regular collections of food at supermarkets 
throughout the town. 

Director of community services Gary 
Knott said: “The work of Harlow Foodbank 
continues to grow and develop and we have 
seen an increase year-on-year in referrals 


from our frontline professional partners as 
many local people still find it difficult to 
make ends meet, even when in employ¬ 
ment. 

“As always we are very grateful to all of 
our community partners and individual 
supporters who provide us with both non- 
perishable and fresh food donations and 
also those people who support our 500 Club 
with their financial donations each 
month.” 

However, Mr Knott said the service was 
in urgent need of financial support as well 
as food donations. 

“We are asking people to donate £2 or 
more each month via their bank or build¬ 


ing society to the Harlow Foodbank 500 
Club,” he said. “The cost of running of 
Harlow Foodbank can be more than £40,000 
a year and we are trying to get people to 
donate a small amount each month.” 

The main reasons for people using the 
foodbank are benefit delay/sanctions, low 
income, homelessness, refusal of crisis 
loans, debt, unemployment, domestic viol¬ 
ence, sickness and delayed wages. 

More than half of referrals are due to 
some form of benefit change, delay or 
sanctions. 

Users of the service are issued with a 
foodbank voucher which can be redeemed 
for three days of emergency food. 


School succeeds in bid for 
cash to refurbish buildings 


Ambulance trust on target to 
replace ageing vehicles fleet 


A HARLOW school’s bid for Government cash to fund extens¬ 
ive repairs and improvements to a number of teaching blocks 
has been sucessful. 

Mark Hall Academy, in First Avenue, applied for £1.2m from 
the Priority School Building Programme. 

Although details of the work to be carried out will not be 
finalised until the Department of Education has had a chance 
to survey the detailed plans and cost up the work, principal 
Corinne Franceschi said she was delighted with the news. 

“This is not only an investment in the buildings, it is a 
symbolic investment in the future of Mark Hall Academy and 
in our belief that we can transform the school to be out¬ 
standing” she said. 

“A substantial and much-needed refurbishment pro¬ 
gramme will take place to improve the learning environment 
for our students and out staff. They deserve it.” 


A YEAR-long vehicle replace¬ 
ment programme across the East 
of England Ambulance Service 
is nearing completion. 

The programme to modernise 
the fleet, which began last year 
as part of a six-point plan to 
improve patient care, will see 267 
emergency ambulances replaced 
across Essex, Herts, Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire, Norfolk 
and Suffolk. 

Earlier last year 147 ambu¬ 
lances were introduced around 
the region and since September a 
further 120 replacement were 


purchased, the remaining 37 of 
which will enter operational ser¬ 
vice by the end of next month. 

EEAST chief executive 
Anthony Marsh said: “Our age¬ 
ing fleet was a real concern 
among staff when I joined the 
trust last year, but to see a new 
fleet under five years old with 
new equipment on board by the 
end of March is an excellent 
achievement. 

“These new emergency ambu¬ 
lances will be more reliable and 
provide a better experience for 
patients and crews.”

Drunken teen in 
court for assault 
with baseball bat 

16-year-old pleads guilty to ‘catalogue of offences’

A TEENAGER who admitted a catalogue of offences 
including assault, criminal damage and dangerous 
driving has been warned he faces a lengthy sentence. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court was told the 16-year- 
old, who cannot be named for legal reasons, was 
driving a van which collided with an oncoming car and 
then continued to drive forward, forcing the vehicle he 
had hit backwards until it collided with another. 

He then assaulted two brothers who he had been 
chasing and smashed the windscreen of a bus which 
had stopped. 

The youth, who lives in Roydon, pleaded guilty to 10 
separate offences of dangerous driving, failing to 
provide a specimen of breath, having an offensive 
weapon, criminal damage, driving without a licence 
and insurance and three assaults. 

Emma Howson, prosecuting, said the incident took 
place at about 7.15am on December 17 last year. The 
youth was seen driving the van, which was “swerving 
all over the road” in Hamlet Hill Road, Roydon. 

“He went onto the wrong side of the road and collided 


with an oncoming car, driving straight towards it,” 
said Ms Howson. ”He then continued driving, pushing 
back the car and causing it to collide with a VW Golf 
behind it.” 

The court was told the youth then wielded a baseball 
bat to smash the window of the vehicle he had crashed 
into and used it to assault the two occupants, who were 
brothers. 

She said the youth then chased the brothers and 
smashed the windscreen of a bus which had stopped. 
He also assaulted a resident who was on his driveway 
and damaged his car. 

When he was arrested he was found to be intoxicated 
but Miss Howson said he failed to provide a specimen 
of breath. 

Stuart Cowan, representing the youth, said in mit¬ 
igation: “His catalogue of offences are quite simply 
appalling. He had problems with cocaine, cannabis and 
alcohol but he is now past that under family super¬ 
vision.” 

Remanding him in custody until he is sentenced, 
chair of the bench Audrey Rowntree warned him: “It’s 
likely you will receive a very lengthy sentence for these 
offences.”

A YOB who racially abused a member of staff at 
Occasio House in Harlow and threatened him with a 
golf club has been spared a jail sentence. 

But Reece James McLoud was told by magistrate 
Robert Law he was in the “last chance saloon” after 
he was given a 12-month community order. 

McLoud, who lives on a riverboat near the 
Moorhen public house, pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court to possessing an offensive 
weapon, using threatening behaviour and burglary. 
He was also convicted of a charge of racially aggrav¬ 
ated threatening behaviour. 

The court was told the incident which resulted in 
McLoud’s arrest happened after he lost the key to 
his room at Occasio House in Playhouse Square. 

Ian Allen, prosecuting, said that at about 2am on 
July 14 last year McLoud told staff he had lost the 
key to his room and needed to speak to security. A 
member of staff, Niyi Anise, informed him the guard 
was on his rounds and told him to return to his room 
to await the guard’s arrival, at which point McLoud 
turned abusive. 

Struck 

McLoud eventually left but a few minutes later 
returned carrying a golf club. “He [McLoud] arrived 
and told Mr Anise ‘Come here, I’m going to f...you 
up’,” said Mr Allen. “He struck the desk with the golf 
club. Police attended and McLoud shouted at Mr 
Anise: ‘You African xxxx’.” 

McLoud was arrested and charged as a result of 
the incident but on October 15, three weeks before 
moving out of Occasio House, he stole an X-Box after 
burgling one of the flats. He later claimed it was 
payment for a drug debt. 

Andrew Clowser, representing McLoud, said in 
mitigation: “He mislaid his key resulting in him 
wanting security to come down. He lost his temper, 
borrowed a golf club which he brought down on the 
counter and on leaving he made a racist com¬ 
ment.” 

McLoud was told he must pay £250 in legal costs, a 
£60 victim surcharge and £120 in compensation, £60 
to the victim of his racist abuse and £60 to the 
burglary victim.

A HIGHER-than-expected rise in the number of 
reported cases of scarlet fever is causing concern 
among health chiefs. 

More than 50 cases of the illness have been 
reported in Essex and East Anglia in the first six 
weeks of 2015, according to Public Health England. 
Nationally, the figure for new cases across the 
country is 1,265. 

Although it is not unusual for an increase at this 
time of year, GPs and other frontline medical staff 
have been asked to remain vigilant. 

Dr Theresa Lamagni, PHE’s head of streptococcal 
infection surveillance, said: “Prompt notification of 
cases to local health protection teams is critical to 
enable monitoring and rapid response to outbreaks. 

“Schools and nurseries should similarly be mind¬ 
ful of the current elevated levels of scarlet fever and 
promptly inform local health protection teams at an 
early stage if they become aware of cases, especially 
if more than one child is affected.” 

Symptoms include a sore throat and fever, which 
may be accompanied by a headache and nausea 
followed by the appearance of a fine, pink rash.

Mike's TV Film of the Week 

SCI-FI: 2001: A SPACE ODYSSEY BBC2, Friday, February 20, 

11.05pm 

The caption tells us it is ‘The Dawn of Man’. A small group of 
plant-munching apes are living in a barren landscape with only 
tapirs for company. Another group of apes appear - the way 
they creep up suggests this could also be the dawn of the SAS 
- and chase them away from their waterhole. After an uneasy 
night’s sleep, they awake to find a large, smooth black 
rectangular monolith has appeared from nowhere. This gives 
one of them an idea. He picks up a bone and hits some other 
bones with it and, hey presto, meat’s on the menu. Thus armed, 
the apes take back their waterhole, beating the other group’s 
alpha male to death (it’s just not his dawn). A bone is thrown into 
the air and we leap forward 4 million years as it turns into a 
spacecraft. No caption for this bit. Dr Heywood Floyd is on a 
secret mission to the moon, where a discovery has been made. 
They don’t know what it is, just that it’s magnetic and was 
deliberately buried 4 million years ago. When Floyd and his pals 
get to the site, it turns out to be another black monolith. Are 
they going to start hitting each other with bones? No, these are 
men of science, so they pose for a photo instead, before being 
deafened by a high-pitched whine. The captions are back for 
the third part, ‘Jupiter Mission 18 Months Later’. Involving a pair 
of astronauts and a softly spoken, megalomaniac computer, it is 
by far the best bit, so I won’t say any more. The final section, 
‘Jupiter and Beyond the Infinite’, defies description anyway. 

So how on earth did this cold, pompous, patience-testing, 
mind-numbing tosh acquire a reputation amongst otherwise 
sensible types as one of the greatest films ever made? Perhaps 
only a being from a far more advanced world than ours can 
provide an answer. It’s certainly a visual tour-de-force, but the 
images don’t convey anything other than their own brilliance - 
they are self-indulgent and empty. The storytelling is hopelessly 
bungled, monotonously paced and pointlessly opaque, and the 
philosophy behind it is like a stoned teenager’s idea of 
profundity, while the actors are given nothing to work with - the 
standout performance comes from the computer. This is the film 
that cemented Stanley Kubrick’s reputation as a towering genius 
of cinema, so it has that to answer for as well. 

Don’t miss it though - it has to be seen to be disbelieved.

Will is showing 
his shadier side 

He's come a long way since his Fresh Prince days, but Will Smith is channelling his inner bad boy 
for new movie Focus. The much-loved actor talks shoplifting, chemistry and being authentic with

ill Smith is in confessional mode, revealing he stole 
from a shop in Las Vegas. But before you think one of 
Hollywood’s most affable actors has lost his moral code, 
it was in readiness for his role as a con artist in new 
film Focus. 

Part of the preparation was being partnered up with Apollo Robbins, 
one of the world’s leading experts on deception. 

“He said, ‘I’m going to need you to walk into that store and I want 
you to steal something and come out. We’ll give it back, but I just 
need you to see what it feels like‘,” recalls Smith who, 
understandably, had his reservations. 

“I was like, ‘dude, look at me. Everybody knows who I am’. But it 
was really interesting. It’s such a terrifying feeling, and that thrill, it 
makes it beautiful and exciting.” 

Since bursting onto the small screen as The Fresh Prince Of 
Bel-Air in the early Nineties, Smith’s earned a reputation as one of 
the most likeable men in Hollywood. 

For that very reason, the film’s writers and directors John Requa 
and Glenn Ficarra (who helmed Crazy, Stupid, Love starring Ryan 
Gosling), thought Smith would be the perfect choice to play a man 
who can draw anybody in, but it’s simply a facade for the cool 
calculation that lies beneath. 

“I thought the screenplay was a brilliant combination of comedy, 
drama, psychology and intrigue. It demanded a wide spectrum of 
behaviour, and I was inspired by the challenge of it,” says the West 
Philadelphia-born actor. 

“And it just hit me at a great point in my life, where it fitted with 
the material I was looking for and the things I wanted to do,” adds 
the 46-year-old. 

He describes his character Nicky as “one of the smartest, most 
dysfunctional people you’ll ever meet”. 

“He understands human nature and human behaviour. There are 
very few people with that level of depth and comprehension, but he 
got his heart broken when he was little and he’s not yet learned to 
use his powers for good.” 

Smith had been looking for something that was “parallel” to what 
was going on in his life, and, he says, “vulnerability and 
authenticity” were at the forefront. 

“I thought Focus was such a genius way to talk about the absolute 
necessity for authenticity and openness to create an environment for 
love. For this character to have that struggle was perfect for me.” 

Nicky becomes romantically involved with novice con artist Jess 


(Margot Robbie), but as he’s teaching her the tricks of the trade, she 
gets too close for comfort and he abruptly breaks it off. 

Three years later, Jess is an accomplished femme fatale who shows 
up in the middle of the high stakes race car circuit, throwing Nicky’s 
meticulously planned scheme, and his feelings, through a loop. 

The pair make brilliant sparring partners on screen, and Smith 
recalls how they clicked from the get-go - despite him mistaking her 
dishevelled appearance (due to a long-haul flight and lost luggage) 
for a lack of interest in the project. 

“My first thought was, ‘Oh, she doesn’t want this job‘, but then we 
started talking and working, and all of a sudden, we clicked.” 

Chemistry isn’t something that can be faked, he adds. 

“You either have chemistry with people or you don’t, and you can 
have the best actors and directors and screenplay in the world, but if 
your leads don’t have chemistry, it can kill everything.” 

To showcase the finest details of Nicky and his team’s thievery, 
every move, however subtle, needed to be caught on film, which is 
why Robbins, known as ‘The Gentleman Thief’, was brought on 
board. He taught the cast tricks of the trade and demonstrated that, 
rather than divert someone’s eyes, you need to divert their focus. 

“We’re going to get all deep, but what I learned with Apollo is that 
everybody’s running a con,” explains Smith. 

“When you wake up in the morning, you choose the things - the 
clothes you wear and how you do your hair - that present the image 
that you think is going to get you the things that you want. 

“Until you can take that mask off and bare yourself, warts and all, 
you can’t have the love that was the reason you put the mask on in 
the first place, and there’s really no way around that existential 
loneliness.” 

A running theme throughout Smith’s work is the father-son 
relationship, and Focus is no different, as Nicky grapples with his 
childhood experiences. 

“I don’t look for that, but I tend to be attracted to projects that have 
a father and son component,” says Smith, who’s father to Trey, 22, 
from his first marriage, and Jaden, 16, and Willow, 14, with his wife 
of almost 18 years, Jada Pinkett-Smith. 

One of his outstanding examples was 2006’s The Pursuit Of 
Happyness, which saw a young Jaden star as his on-screen son. The 
role earned him a second Academy Award nomination (his first was 
for his portrayal of legendary boxer Muhammad Ali in 2001’s Ali). 

“It’s a really huge honour to be nominated for an Academy Award,

LIFE is pain cocooned within 
extended periods of contentment 
and the mundane. 

At some point, we all have to 
contend with that exquisite 
suffering, which seems like it 
might consume us, but it's how we 
emerge from the blackness that 
ultimately defines us as strong, 
resilient creatures.

“It was hugely liberating for me and I’m going to shift from the 
goal orientation, which made me crazy for a couple of years, to path 
orientation and being in the moment. 

“Things are really good,” adds Smith. “I’m loving my life and I’m 
excited to see where the great river takes me.” 

Focus is on general release from Friday, February 27.

Aniston shines in half-baked Cake 


The embittered protagonist of 
Cake has been so deeply scarred - 
physically and emotionally - by her 
pain that she is toxic to everyone 
who orbits her. 

In Daniel Barnz's film, this font of 
bile and foul-mouthed misery is 
portrayed with bedraggled hair and 
make-up disfigurements by Jennifer 
Aniston. 

It's a compelling dramatic 
performance, stripped bare of vanity, 
which reminds us that the Los 
Angeles-born actress is much more 
than the romcom girl next door. 

Unfortunately, Aniston's 
eye-catching work is the glistening 
cherry on top of a half-baked drama 
that proves increasingly hard to 
swallow. 

If scriptwriter Patrick Tobin had 
treated his mix of misfit characters 
with more care and sieved out some 


of the implausible dramatic detours, 
Aniston would probably have 
secured her first Oscar nomination 
as Best Actress. 

Claire Bennett (Aniston) survived 
the car crash that shattered her 
body but her road to recovery is 
agonisingly long and winding. 

She can't sit or stand without 
enduring shooting pain, which she 
curbs by popping prescription 
medication like candy. 

Her despairing husband Jason 
(Chris Messina) and friends have 
abandoned her, driven away by 
Claire's perpetual meanness - 
everyone except for her maid 
Silvana (Adriana Barraza), whose 
devotion to an uncaring, 
self-destructive boss is a complete 
mystery to everyone, including us. 

"I pay her to care about me. It's 
not my fault she gets sentimental," 


observes Claire by way of a feeble 
explanation. 

When Nina Collins (Anna 
Kendrick), a fellow member of a 
chronic pain support group, 
commits suicide, Claire develops a 
new addiction: gate-crashing the 
grief of Nina's husband Roy (Sam 
Worthington) and young son Casey 
(Evan O'Toole). 

However, Roy doesn't intend to 
don his shining armour and makes 
this clear to Claire. 

"I can't save you. I can barely save 
myself and my kid," he confides 
sombrely. 

Cake is an uneven bake, 
distinguished by Aniston's 
committed performance and a 
warm, empathetic supporting turn 
from Barraza. 

Even when the rest of Barnz's film 
crumbles, which it does frequently, 


their sisterly solidarity holds our 
interest. 

Throwaway interludes with a 
hunky gardener (Manuel 
Garcia-Rulfo) and a man from the 
past (William H Macy) sit 
awkwardly with scriptwriter Tobin's 
efforts to insert Nina's ghost into 
proceedings. 

Kendrick has fun as this spectral 
voice of waspish reason, berating 
Aniston's short-tempered, selfish 
harridan, who is acutely aware of 
the role she plays in her miserable 
fairy-tale existence. 

"Tell me a story where everything 
works out in the end for the evil 
witch," sourly jokes Claire. 

That story would be Cake.

Eight weeks after he enrolls in the US Army as a 
clerk typist, Norman Ellison (Logan Lerman) is 
assigned the position of assistant driver in a tank 
christened Fury under the command of Sergeant 
Don ‘Wardaddy’ Collier (Brad Pitt). This 
battle-weary veteran began the war in Africa and 
moved to Europe, killing numerous Germans along 
the way. Aided by the rest of the tank’s crew, Boyd 
Swan (Shia LaBeouf), Trini Garcia (Michael Pena) 
and Grady Travis (Jon Bernthal), Collier gives 
Norman an initiation he will never forget on a 
series of missions led by Captain Waggoner 
(Jason Isaacs). Three other tanks commanded by 
Sergeant Binkowski (Jim Parrack), Sergeant Davis 
(Brad William Henke) and Sergeant Peterson 
(Kevin Vance) flank Fury as the US soldiers push 
on towards Berlin. 

Directed with testosterone-fuelled swagger by 
David Ayer, Fury is a familiar picture of the hell of 
war, studded with polished dialogue that doesn’t 
quite ring true. Pitt leads the cast with a strong 
performance as a battle-weary commander, who 
holds back a tide of anguish until he is alone and 
can allow sobs to shake his scarred body. Lerman 
is equally compelling as a naive whelp, who 
develops a taste for killing Nazis. Ayer repeatedly 
sates a thirst for close-up gore with expertly 
choreographed battle sequences between ground 
troops.

ttend an Audi press 
briefing and they’ll 
bombard you with 
comparative data that 
makes it seem the 
action of an idiot to buy any 
vehicle without four rings on its 
grille. 

Take the A6 executive car. The 
PR-meisters will cherry-pick all 
of its strongest features, 
forensically research the weak 
links in rivals like the BMW 5 
Series, Mercedes E Class, Jaguar 
XF and Lexus GS and home in 
on them. Ruthlessly. 

The thing is, car buyers aren’t 
subjected to such convincing 
propaganda. They make their 
own choices and the car 
manufacturers are often at a loss 
as to explain why Customer A 
chose BMW and Customer B 


chose a Merc. All Audi can do is 
continue to improve the A6 if it 
wants to become the class leader 
in Europe. Of course, Audi will 
tell us that it’s the class of the 
field already. We’ll leave it to 
you to agree or otherwise. 

The A6 range has been 
effectively split in two. ‘Proper’ 
A6 models are exclusively 
diesel-powered, while the S6 and 
RS6 sports models stick with 
petrol engines. Efficiency has 
been improved across the diesel 
range, with the most efficient 
engine - the 2.0-litre TDI 
four-cylinder with 190PS - 
reserved for the ultra versions. 

The trio of 3.0-litre 
six-cylinder TDI ‘clean diesel’ 
units kicks off with a 
single-turbo V6 with 218PS, and 


is followed by a 272PS variant, 
also with a single charger. At 
the top of the range, the 3.0 TDI 
clean diesel biturbo produces a 
hefty 320PS. The 
high-performance diesel is 
paired with an eight-speed 
tiptronic automatic 
transmission. 

All other engine variants are 
linked to either a six-speed 
manual gearbox or a 
seven-speed S-tronic twin-clutch 
transmission. In the versions 
with front-wheel drive, a fully 
redeveloped dual-clutch 
transmission replaces the 
unpopular CVT box. Quattro 
all-wheel-drive is available in 
conjunction with all engines bar 
the 2.0-litre TDI, and in versions 
with 272PS and above, it can be 
supplemented with a sport 


differential. 

Sports suspension lowered by 
20mm is standard for the A6 S 
line and optional for the SE 
model and the former can be 
rooted to the Tarmac even more 
firmly by S line sports 
suspension which lowers the 
body by a further 10mm. 
Alternatively, the cushioned 
comfort of electronically- 
controlled adaptive air 
suspension is available in 
conjunction with both 
specification options. The Audi 
drive select dynamic handling 
system is standard. 

The S6 and S6 Avant are 
powered by a 4.0-litre TFSIV8, 
with twin turbos helping it to 
450PS. That’s enough to catapult 
the saloon through 62mph in 4.4 


seconds. The sports differential 
is standard, as is air 
suspension, which lowers the 
body by 20 millimetres. Matt 
black brake calipers grip the 
front discs mounted behind the 
19-inch alloys. The monster RS6 
Avant tops the range, its 560PS 
V8 jetting it to 62mph in a mere 
3.9 seconds and on to a top speed 
of 189mph. 

The styling changes are 
evolutionary and most wouldn’t 
spot them unless they had the 
old model as a guide. Revisions 
have been made to the single 
frame grille, the air inlets, the 
bumpers, the side sills, the rear 
lights and the tailpipes. 

The headlights have also been 
uprated, with xenons as 
standard for SE models and LED 


headlights with dynamic 
‘sweeping’ rear indicators for S 
line versions and above. The 
interior includes a wraparound 
dash with low key but high 
quality detailing follows Audi’s 
latest design theme. 

The Avant version features a 
565-litre load bay that can be 
expanded to 1,680-litres. The S 
line versions used to exclusively 
feature a black interior but the 
colour palette now extends to a 
Lunar Silver upholstery and 
headlining option. 

There are also a number of 
detail enhancements, including 
an upgrade from dual-zone to 
four-zone climate control, 
revised gear lever designs and 
extra chrome garnish. 

Prices start at around £32,000 
for the 2.0-litre diesel in SE 
trim.

MATTHEW COWDERY is relish¬ 
ing the chance to take on arch¬ 
enemies Australia with the Eng¬ 
land Learning Disabilities cricket 
team next month. 

The 23-year-old all-rounder, 
from Harlow, is part of a 15-man 
squad that will head Down Under 
for the INAS International Crick¬ 
et Series Australia versus Eng¬ 
land, which starts on March 14. 

With four one day internation¬ 
als and two T20 matches set to 
take place in Melbourne next 
month, England’s troops are set to 
have their hands full against the 
Aussies. 

The last time the two sides met, 
however, the Three Lions took two 
wins out of two in a Tri-Nations 
tournament in 2011. 

Whitewash 

And Cowdery, who has atten¬ 
tion deficit hyperactivity disorder 
and is a former pupil at Harlow 
Fields School, sees no reason why 
a whitewash can’t be on the cards 
again. 

“It’s really exciting to think we 
are going out to play our arch¬ 
enemies Australia. It’s going to be 
a lot of fun,” he said. 

Cowdery, who plays for Nazeing 
Common in the Herts & Essex 
Cricket League, is confident and 
relishing his first trip Down 
Under. 

“We don’t know a lot about Aus¬ 
tralia as a team, but if we play how 
we’ve been training then we will 
go there and win,” he said. 

“The team is coming together 
really well and we have a lot of 
potential in the side. We’ve got 
camps all the way until we leave 
now so there’s lots of work to do 


before then. 

“I don’t see any reason why we 
won’t go there and show that we 
are the better side. 

“I've had a few games for Eng¬ 
land so far and I've been in the set¬ 
up for about two-and-a-half years 
so I feel like I have good exper¬ 
ience and can use that.” 

Cowdery has been playing 
cricket for 12 years and also turns 
out for the Essex disability team. 

And he says the chance to play 
cricket for his country is a dream 
come true and something he car¬ 
ries into every aspect of his life. 

“It’s a lot of fun to play LD 
[Learning Difficulty] cricket or 
mainstream cricket, it’s just a 
sport that I really love,” he 
added. 

“I think everyone's disabilities 
affect them in some way when it 
comes to playing cricket. 

“I don’t think mine has a huge 
impact because your mind just 
switches to the game and when 
I’m playing my mind is just on 
sport. 

“You’re concentrating for the 
whole game and that’s it really 
because I am really focused when 
I’m playing. 

“Cricket has helped me in a lot 
of different aspects of my life and 
made me a lot fitter and happier 
than I would be without it. And 
then to say that I play for England 
is just a huge thing for me and 
something I am so proud of.”

Bowen unable 
to spearhead 
Raiders’ 
new-look side 

RYE House Raiders manager 
Andrew Silver has named Luke 
Chessell and Luke Priest as the 
first two riders of his new team 
as they open their 2015 campaign 
against Mildenhall on April 4 in 
the National Trophy. 

Silver jnr had plenty of work 
to do over the winter after being 
informed he wouldn’t be able to 
bring in Rockets favourite Luke 
Bowen to spearhead his team. 

“We had to wait for 
confirmation at December’s 
AGM to see if there would be a 
change in the rules that would 
permit the use of already our 
announced No 1, Luke Bowen,” 
said Silver. 

“Unfortunately that did not 
work out as promised, leaving us 
having to scrap our team plans. 

“I was in a dire position of 
trying to find a reputable 
replacement. 

“Most riders who could do a 
job at this level were either 
committed already or had an 
average that was too high. 

“A No 1 with a higher average 
would have left us with four 
three-pointers in order to stay 
within the points limit. 

“This would have put pressure 
on our inexperienced riders to 
perform and would not have 
provided an environment 
suitable for progress. 

“In many ways we have had to 
start from scratch. Promoters 
can spend years working on a 
rider persuading them to join a 
team, we have had less than 
three months. 

“Something as simple as 
getting people to answer their 
phone when they don’t recognise 
your incoming number is 
frustrating enough. 

“It’s been an ongoing 
challenge and things have not 
happened as quickly as you 
might have expected.” 

Despite the difficulties the 
hard work has paid off, with 
Chessell and Priest now on 
board. 

“We are pleased to say we’ve 
got two Lukes for the price of 
one,” said Silver. 

“Luke Chessell has ridden for 
the Raiders before and is 
earmarked as our new team 
captain, while Luke Priest is a 
solid scorer in the National 
League.” 



Speedway club sold 
but Silver is defiant 


EIGHTY-three-year-old speedway 
promoter Len Silver has defi¬ 
antly denied rumours of his 
demise in the sport after the 
takeover of Rye House Rockets by 
Buntingford businessman and 
touring car race team owner War¬ 
ren Scott. 

Silver officially ended his long¬ 
standing ownership of the Hod- 
desdon-based speedway club and 
its stadium this month after 
selling it to Warren. 

While Silver will continue as 
head of the Premier League team, 
his son Andrew steps in as chair¬ 
man and manager of the Raiders, 
who make their return in the City 
Gearboxes National League. 

Scott (43) is a farmer by trade 
but has motorsport in his blood, 
being a former British Superbike 
Championship rider and current 
owner/driver of Team BMR Brit¬ 
ish Touring Car Championship 
racing team. 

Deep seated 

He said: “As a local employer 
there are many areas where we 
can add value and make a dif¬ 
ference to the speedway. 

“This is more than just busi¬ 
ness for me, I have a deep seated 
interest in bikes and a passion 
which I am sure can make a valu¬ 
able contribution to the legacy of 
Rye House Stadium.” 

The ownership change sees 
Andrew Silver, who successfully 
runs the Rye House speedway 
training school, take up a more 
day-to-day management role. 

A former England internation¬ 
al who rode for the Rockets, 
Arena Essex, Swindon and East¬ 
bourne during a glittering racing 
career, Andrew said: “Rye’s 


speedway fraternity have hit the 
jackpot. I could not have dreamed 
for anyone more suitable to take 
the club forward and cannot wait 
for the season to start.” 

However, his father Len was 
adamant this didn’t meant he 
would be winding down his 
involvement in the Rockets, who 
finished bottom of the Premier 
League last season. 

“Firstly, I must say how 
delighted I am that Warren has 
extended his motorsport 
interests after having a go at 
speedway during one of Andrew’s 
training sessions. 

“It is clear that his influence 
can only do good for the club and 
the stadium, and I handed it over 
to him with a good heart.

“I am as keen now as I A 
have ever been and my iflI 
arrangement with War- 
ren is that I will continue M H 
to run Rye House Speed- 
way for as long as I am fit 
enough to do so.” 

Silver added: “I will 
continue to prepare the 
track as always, and 1 
with John Sampford as 
my right hand man, will 
organise the Rockets to 
the best of my ability. 

“I am most fortunate that 
at the age of 831 am still able 
to do all these tasks, and ^ 
indeed during this winter ^ 
demonstrated that I can still ski 
4,000 feet vertical without stop¬ 
ping to take breath.

Swimmers’ biggest improvement at county champs

HARLOW Penguins was recog¬ 
nised as the most improved swim¬ 
ming club in Essex over the last 
year, after rounding off the 2015 
county championships with more 
stunning individual perform¬ 
ances. 

Carys Brealey dominated the 
freestyle events, having claimed 
the 500m and 100m titles, on 
Sunday she added the 200m free¬ 
style with an outstanding swim. 

Ranked second going into the 
championships, she clocked 2min 
26.12sec for another gold medal, 
her fifth of the competition. 

Her fourth county title was in 
the 200m breaststroke, where she 
recorded 3:09.76. 

“Carys is an outstanding pro¬ 
spect, but she is more than just a 
great freestyler, she was placed 
second in the 100m individual 
medley (1:16.88), second in the 
50m butterfly (34.18) and second 
in the 50m backstroke (35.77), giv¬ 
ing her a total of two golds and 
three silver medals over the week¬ 
end,” beamed Penguins head 
coach Martin Stringer.

HAWKS striker Alex Read does 
not care if he breaks another 
goalscoring record this season - 
the only way is up as far as he is 
concerned.
